DEATH LIST GROWS LONGER 



Ruin Wrought In Nebraska 

Appears Greater as Re- 
ports Come In 



ttmahu. Neb., May 13. — Reports 
which came in slowly today from the 
tornado stricken district south of this 
city added three victims to the list of 
dead. The monetary damage is esti- 
mated at half a million dollars. The 
casualty list grows as communcla- 
tlon la partly restored with the fh'e 
towns which suffered most, and tlu' 
list of injured, some of whom are fa- 
tally hurt, will reach at least fifty. 

Two railroad lalion.rs, employed in 
a sand pit near Louisville, were found 
dead this morning, and lildward .Mil- 
ler, who was injured near Paijilllon, 
died of his Injuries. At least three 
other i)ers(nis are l.ielieved to have rti- 
eoived Injuries which will jirove fa- 
tal. .Mrs. Mario, reportcHl dead last 
night, is still living, but cannot re- 
cover. Nearly i^very one of the five 
towns in the iialh of the tornado, 
Bellevue, Paplllloii. Richfield, .Meadows 
and Louisville, were badly wreikeil. 
and the vUlace of l'','rl Creek and tin- 
anny [jost at that inuiit suffered 
heavy damage. 

B(.-sldes the ilamagi; done by wimi, 
the heavy rainfall eaus,j,l fl,i,uls ^vlll<■ll 
badly demoralized the railroads in tli,; 
territory mentioned. The heaviest 
property losses so far as heard from 
were sustained by the United States 
army post at Fort Crook and the 
Presbyterian college at Bellevuc, 

Shrcveport, La., .May 13. — The town 
of Gllliani, tliirly miles north of 
Shreveport, is reported wiped out by 
a tornado and a number of persons 
killed. A relief train has been sent to 
Gllllum, which Is a village of about 
l-'OO Inhabitants. 

Atlanta, Ga., May 13. — .Xccording 
to information received in this city, 
a tornado struck part of Louisiana, 
cau.slng loss of life in Gilliam, Oil City 
and Ballinger. Telegraphic communi- 
cations Is interrupted, hut reports say 
that the Btorm started north of 
Shreveport, swept along to Ijittle 
Rock, Texas, and Is cntral t,,ni,i,'ht 
over Texas. It is reported that tlii- 
liam, La., a town of -OO inhahitiiiits. 
Is wiped out and tliat a number of 
lives have been lost. Oil City is also 
report(Hi destroyed. wUli loss of life 
and a miinber of persons iniured. 
Halliiiger, La., is reporteil seriously 
damaged, three jjersons killed and -10 
iniur,'d. 

Dallas, Texas, May It!. — One person 
is kimwn to have been killed, several 
otbi rs sustained .■•erious injuries, and 
considerable property damage resulted 
from a tornado which swept through 
th.> northern section of this stiite late 
vesteriiav. At Lofard, Texas, Mrs. 
Howiev iost her life and her husband 
was injured when their home, a two- 
st,uy structure, was demolished. At 
this jilace a number of barns and 
small buildings were destroyed. 

At Crandnll about r,0 houses were 
wrecked and several persons were in- 
jured. Among the liulUllngs destr,,ye,l 
are the Christian church and sli.dter 
home. In tho vicinity of Caliiesville a 
number of small huildin-s vs-, r,> ,1,'- 
mollshed. Bntii t,'lef;rai,li and lii,- 
phone communicati,)!! nmiIi the 
storm-swopt section are interrupted, 
and only the most meagre reports are 
as yet obtainable. ^

FEARFUL SLAUGHTER 
AMONG PRISONERS 



Twenty-eiglit Killed and Tliirty 
Wounded in Russian Jail 
Outbreak 



YeUaterlnoslav, Russia, :\Iay 13.— 
The attempt made yesterday Ijy the 
prisoners to Ijreak out of the govern- 
ment jail here after making breach 
hi the wall in the guardroom with a 
bomb, was a complete failure, but It 
brought about a horrible soono of 
slaughter In and around the Jail build- 
ing. Twenty -eight of the prisoner* 
were shot to death by tho guard, and 
another of them has since died of his 
wounds. Thirty others were wounded, 
and It Is expected several of these will 
succumb. 

A.-t soon as the bomb was thrown, 
one of tho detachments of prisoners 
cliar>;ed the guards in the courtroohi 
and attempted to climb the wall. 
I Twelv,, of these men were kilh'd in- 
I stantly, while otliers wi re wounded. 
At the sam,' lime a si'coml body of 
prisoners rusheil to the kitchen and 
I seizing liiiives and other weapons at- 
tempted to cut their way to liberty. 
I They v.'fi-f siirrouniled anil killed to .a 
i man b\- tin- s,,l,lii'rs wh,) wer,> hastily 
j sumniom-d I>.\- tie- i,ris,in authorities. 
I The explosion threw th,' whole in-lson 
I into a slate i,f [lanic. 'I'he inmates 
; \\ li,.) look no part In the I'lot galliere,! 
I in the wiiuhiws overlooking the court 
i >ard. 'I'll, s w, i-i- ,>i-d,-red t,) draw

Briefly It wnt* 
that the opi)osltlon would not accept 
anything else than tho entire with- 
drawal of elausf, 1 of the bill, dealing 
with the allocation of the jn-ovlnclal 
lists In Mttnltoba and 3b-ltish Colum- 
bia, and the wltdrawal or modifica- 
tion of clause 17, dealing with tht» 
identification of ballots. 

The debate was continued by Mr. 
Staples, of Macdonald, The conces- 
sions made by the premier were 
nothing more than obtained in Mani- 
toba today. Tho people of Manitoba 
resented beini,' singled out for special 
legislation wlilch had for its object, 
the seizing of tho lists. Why should 
Manitoba always bo receiving slapa 
in the face from Ihe government? Mr. 
Staples produced a copy of a bill 
which had been prepared In 1903, sim- 
ilar to tlio Ayieswortli bill, but which 
had never found Its way Into th« 
Hons,?, because the thon minister, 
justice (Mr. FKzpatriok) ' refused ■t«» 
have anything to do With It.' 

Sir Wilfrid said ho had no recol- 
lection of such a bill ever being con-' 
sidered in council, which wu.? noces- 
s.ary before it should bo Introduced aa 
a government measure. Ho would 
consult with his colleagues and see %t 
any ol" thoin remember the bill. 

i\Ir. Staples closed by saying that 
ho was prepared to fight day In and 
day out behind Mr. Borden against tho 
Aylesw,)rth bill. 

Mr. Carvell spoke In support of tho 
bill, after which Jlr. Uorden delivered 
the Consevviitive ultimatum, a.«i given 
above. The Premier had asked for 
fair and reasonable consideration for 
the 1)111, "but," added .Air. Uorden, "I 
cannot bring myself to that cimdltion 
of mind which will justify mo In con- 
curring In this Imposition upon Mani-

DEADLOCK AT OTTAWA. 

There Is somdliing very like a dead- 
lock at Ottawa over the amondnionts 

to the Franchise Act. We are not yet 
advlS'.'d what couise Mr. Ilorden jiro- 
poses to talci' ill regard to tlieanieiid- 
nients to the Uiii suggested by Sir 
\\'lUrid Liaurlcr. If he refuses to ac- 
cept them and to prevent tlio passage 
:;!: .supply o,,,i! tlie iMii is withdrawn, 
an oxcetHlingly o.\traordliuiry stato of 
tilings will arise, and we aro not quite 
sure that it would fie in the Interest 
of tho country tu precipitate it. To 
block tile whole public service Is a 
.suTipus thing to do except in 'the 
case of a great crisis, and unjustlfi- 
nbie as were tlic original provisions 
of the proposed a niondmeuts, it may 
be open to doubt if, modifii-d as they 
are to be by tho proposed chaiises, 
tho question Involved In tliem is one 
whicli warrant.s obstruction to the 
passage of ."iiij)ply and the precipita- 
tion of a general election. We have 
no doubt that Mr. Borden will take 
t^uch a course as in hi.<< Judgment will 
hest serve the public Interest. Wo 
do not jiropose tu discuss further this 
asiiect of till' ease at present, except 
to sa.\' that this morning's desiiatches 
Indicate how a way may be found out 
of the present difficulty. 

In case it is necessary to bring 
aluiiii a dissolution, a nice question 
will arise as to the ooursc then to be 
liiken. We think it would be good 
iJiirllanientary practice, in tlio event 
of the Premier announcing his Inten- 
tion tu dissolve the House, to grant 
sufficient supply to enable the gov- 
ernment to carry on until after an 
election is lield and parlla)nent can 
be a.;;atn summoned. '"['he King's 
govern iiient must go un." It is In- 
conceivable that all the niaehinery of 
government should be stopped, as it 
would bo unless supply Is granted. 

As a jiarty leader a very great re- 
sponsibilily rests uiion .\lr. IJurden at 
this Juncture. The situation is one 
of those in which it is very en.'v to 
make a mistake, and if he shall de- 
cide tliat it is better to permit tlie IJill 
to go tliroii,gli as It may be proposed 
to amend it, rather than have tho 
general elections turn largely upon 
tho propriety of withholding supply, It 
would not bo difficult to Justify his 
decision. From a party point of view 
the fiuestion is one of tactics, for tho 
proposed discrimination against Mani- 
toba and British Columbia must be 
II live l.ssuo In any event. Tho gov- 
ernment showed Its hand in the Bill 
as originally Introduced. It was to 
place the control of tho voters' lists 
In tlic provinces named and in the 
unorganized parts of Ouebec In th:? 
hands of officers appointed by the 
government on the recommendation, 
necessarily, of tile sitting members, 
wliere they aro Liberals, and of tho 
Ijiberal -leaders in conHtlliiencles re- 
presented by Conservatives. I'Vom this 
liosltlon tho Opposition has compelled 
the government to recede. Substan- 
tially the victory for fair lists ha.t 
been won, and the victory will reflect 
great credit upon the Conservative 
party in the House of Commons.

CANADIAN AUTONOIVIY. 

Mr. Mackenzie King, in his report on 
his jinisslon to England, notes an In- 
crease in (Canadian tuitonoiiiy. Wc 
quote:

It has afforded In ISngliiiid 
a ready appreciation of Canada's posi- I 
tlon, and an understanding of tho sort' 
of condlllon.s of which it is necos.sarv 
to take account. That Canada should 
desire to restrict Immigration from the 
Orient Is regarded ns natural, that Can- 
ada should remain a while man's 
country Is believed to bo not only de- 
sirable for economic and social re:i- 
soris, but highly necessary on politi- 
cal and national grounds. With tlil.s 
general view is also held tho particu- 
lar one that In matters which so vit- 
ally affects her own welfare, Canada 
Is thc^ best Juflge of the course to be 
adopted. ;uid that as ii self-governing 
diuiiinion she cannot lie expected tu 
refrain from enacting such measures 
In tho way of restriction as in the 
discretion of her people are deemed 
most expedient. 

".\s a cririill.-iry to this right of self- 
governnii'iit Is the understanding tlnit 
Hrllish internatiimal alliances, and 
liritish ciiiini'cilon, place no restric- 
tions cm tile right of the Dominion to 
legislate as may In- most desirable In 
nialli'rs affecting Iniinlgration, Whilst 
Canadian iiulononiy Is thus fully coii- 
ci'ded ,ind resiiei-teil, ('anada's ijosltlun 
as part of the iiritish I'^miiire Is re- 
garded as affording a sufficient gtiar- 
antei' that the exorcise of hi i- iilcnary 
powi IS III tills particular will nut lie 
w'thuul a due regard tu the obligations 
which ell i/.eiishiii witii Die |.:niplre en- 
tails. The attllude of the Canadian 
go\ernment. .as evidi'iiced by the pres- 
ent mission, was I'cg.-irded as affor-ding 
a most welcome and o|i]iortiini' expres- 
,-ion. of Canada's recugiiitioii nf lier re- 
sponsildlltle.s. Notliing could ha\-<! 
been more cordial than the apprecia- 
tion everywhi're exiiressed, that in u 
matter ho vitally affecting the IntercHt.s 
of British subjects in remote parts of 
tho Kmpiro, Canada ehoula Imvo been

the first to seek u conference with the 
parts affected, that tho several policies 
might bo brought Inio harmony afid 
the vv lBer counsels of conciliation made 
to prevail." 

This is very interesting, and, taken 
in connection with tlio recognition of 
tlio right of (Canada to negotiate its 
own commercial tre.atles, indicates that 
the evolution of the British JOmplrc is 
proceeding apace. The process Is one 
of very great interest, and It has sub- 
stantially nil (!ome tibont during the 
lust third of a century. The first step 
was taken at the time of the introduc- 
tion of the .Xalloiial Policy tariff, it 
will be remembered that tho Marquis 
of l^orne, who was at that time Gov- 
ernor-General, asked the Colonial office 
whetlu-r he shcuild withhold as- 
sent to tile new Cu.stonis act until it 
had been passed upon by tho Imtierlal 
government, or should permit it to be- 
come law. lie ^aa advised to act upon 
the adx'lce of his ministers, and, ac- 
corihnglv-, the measure recei\-i'd the 
Royal .Assent. This was possibly the 
first complete recognition of Canadian 
autonomy as far as it related to local 
affairs. Thereafter, the parliament of 
tile Dominion was tu'lie recognized as 
supremo within Its Jurisdiction iUid the 
nu\al iirerogatlve In regard to bills 
passed hy It was to be exercised only 
by and with the advice of the Can- 
adian ministry. Prom tiiat time for- 
ward progress has been stead.\' and 
ver\- markeil. We lia\'i' now roached 
a stage tit which .some people may 
think there may be a parting of the 
ways or that the stiiblllty of the Imperial 
ftibrlc will beconie .'Jerlously Impaired. 
l'"or ourselves, we luive no such fear. 
T'liere IK \'er wiis anything like the 
British ICnipire. and SO WO have no 
lirecedents to guide ns In endeavoring 
to decide what the future will have In 
store for It as a imlltU'al cntlts-. And 
,\-et we are not \\ lioll\- w itlioiit guidance, 
for the liistor.v of the I'^niplre shows 
that the genius of the British rtice is 
equal to the solution of all problems 
that arise. There have been many 
times when 11 w.ns said that the last 
straw htid been laid upon the camel's 
back of British connection. Those who 
are familiar with the struggle for, re- 
sponsible guvernment, either from 



the part of olticials of tho Government, 
and that Sir Wilfrid Laiirlor has had 
to obey* the dlctatiqn..o^ tneVOppositlon 
in respect to the modiflcatlbn of the 
election measure. If our Liberal friends 
Clin extract any comfort from tho situ- 
ation thus disclosed tliey are blessed 
with an optimism rivalling Mark Tap- 
ley's.

FARI NG VE RY BADLY 

Low Freight Rates Making Their Em- 
ployment Unprofitable During 
Past Weeks 



"The ocean tramp steamers are far- 
ing b;i(lly at the present time. The 
prevailing low freights have made 
their employment unprofitable and tlu> 
use of these cargo carriers is being 
constantly narrowed," says the Now 
York Maritime Register, adding; 

"Tho ri'gular lines now control the 
larger part of the ocea n -c.n ryiiig trade 
and the liicroastng absorption of this 
trade by these lines has iirogressed so 
far that in I'ertain of the scaiioris tho 
ocean shlinnents are entiri''l\' contrnlb-il 
by thoin to the exclusion of the inde- 
pendent cargo carrier. The traiiiii 
steamer as a convenience for siipplr- 
nienting the nei.'d at times of addition- 
al tonnage h.\- the regular lines ami for 
special purposes is iisefu.1, but its uses 
geiierall.\' is becoming more and more 
limited, 'i'lils class of vessel is In f,ict 
a inirely speculative proposition, 'i'he 
continued oiitjiut of Iheiii keeps afloat 
a largo amount of uiinecess'ary ton- 
nage which tends to reduce freight 
rates to Th(< disadN'antage of invest- 
ment in slil|)plng. 'I'he tram]) steamer 
is loo often heavily burdened by mort- 
gages to tho bullder.s, extending over 
Very long periods. Tho competition 
among shipbuilders to secure contracts 
Is largely responsible for this. But 
this method of financiering these ves- 
sels is attended with much risk. It is 
a hundicap to the suooessful operation 
of the vessel, making the question of 
profitable earnings. If any, a matter 
of doubt,- particularly as the oeean 
carrying trade is being central i'/,ed in- 
to regular lines, a process which is 
continually narrowing the field in 
which tho tramp steamer may operate 
to the extent of its elimination very 
largely from this trade In tho future."

Authorized to Proceed With

passed at the last session was con- 
sidered. There were many applica- 
tions and from them the following 
were selected: Samuel North, ex- 
chlof of police of Vancouver, whose 
headquiirlers will be at thb Terminal 
City and duties the collection of feen 
iind general supervision of the h^-aser 
river district: 'i'. G. Wynn, of Vancou- 
ver, wlio will ;ict in the same eaiiac-ity 
among the fishermiMi ;in(i canneries 
of the Skeena; A. S. ]lar:i.-s. of Na- 
nalnio, wild will cover til-' Rivers In- 
let section, and CharU-s Hl(-kniaii. of 
.\tlln, who will act as fisheries over- 
seer on the Naas river. tSach of 
liiose mentioned will have the povv(M-s 
(U" provincl.il constables. Tho chiet' 
constables at N'analmo, Alberni and 
,\lert bay will act in a siinilav capa- 
city. 

It is explaliH-d by the eoinmlssi(Uii'r 
of fisheries that tliose ju--:t apiioltited 
will be assisted by the provincial cim- 
stables. Copies of the previncial ri-gu- 
latloiis will be forwarded to tlie liead- 
ritiarters of thi^se forces tlirougliout 
British Colunilila .-ind they will be re- 
(lulred to co-oiierate with the special 
overseers In seeing thai the provisions 
of the" newly enacted legislation are 
carried out In every detail. In th\i> 
way It Is expected that, not only will 
the law be' stringently enforced, but 
tho request of the deputation of can- 
nerymen who recently waited on the 
commissioner of fisheries tliat better 
police protection be furnhsliod in the 
nortliern camps to prevent the whole- 
sale sale of li(|Uor duriifg the salmon 
run, ^thereby himleris;g tho oper.itlon 
of the canneries, would be sati.'jfactor- 
tly met. It was stated tliiit the gov- 
ernment Wils determined to do every- 
thing ))OKsil)io to assist tliose engaged 
in the industry in this respect.

MYSTERY SOLVED BY 
DISCGVERYJF BODY 



John Shaw's Remain's Discov- 
ered -in Waters of Swan 
Lake ■ 



The -mystery surrounfling the dis- 
appearance of John Shaw, who last 
Wednesday morning shortly, after day- 
break left' his homo near the North 
Dairy pumping station and was not 
seen ag.iln, -ivas cleared up yesterday 
wlien tile body of the man was dis- 
covered in Swan iake sliurtly before 
noon by William Wilson, a member of 
the Grand th(-atri- orchestra. ^Vilson 
was engaged in lishing in th(^ laice 
wiion Ills attention was attracted to 
tho corpse, which was standing almost 
upright in the water about fifteen feet 
from the shore, the feet embedded In 
the soft mud. The ina?i's head came 
to witiim a few inches of the surface 
of the water and was clearly to be 
discerned from wliere Wilson was 
litliiiig. 

The body was considerably decom- 
posed from Its week's immersion in the 
lake, but was r(-adiiy identllied as that 
of .Mr. Shaw, being titttlred In siiirt, 
trousers and slijipers, tliat being tlie 
limited costume in which the missing 
man w;is dressed when last seen. 

Wilson, Immediately on discovering 
the body, wheeled Into tho city and 
ni tllied tho police, by whom f.io pro- 
vincial jiolice wore notllled, and in 
turn tile South .Sa.-micli constiiiile was 
iuforni.-d (jf 111,' hnd.

It was po.sitively Iden.llied, ,i.id .-here 
It is in u lying pen.lbig tlie iioldmg of 
an iniiuest tills afternoon.

Prior company and 
was in a somewhat straightened posi- 
tion, nnaiu l-illy, walked from his homo 
in He- earls hours of tho morning and 
with lilt a wiu-d to his si(-k wife or 
faniil.N-. oi- to ills sisti-r, .Mrs. Rruiis- 
kill, '.vho was staying at /lis iiome. de- 
llljcralely walked ini-) the laki; and 
eiid.'d his life. Til.' spot where tho 
body was discovered was so located 
tliut Mr. Shaw could liardly have been 
accidentally drowned and ho must 
have walked into tho lake with the in- 
tention of committing suicide. 

Yesterday morning the offlccrs of 
tho Grand Lodge. Knights of Pvthlas, 
in session here, decided to offer a re- 
ward of .$100 for any information 
loadlii" to the whereabouts of Mr. 
Siiaw, who was a member of tho Ross- 
land lodge before ills arrival in tho 
city a sliort time ago. The notice had 
not been made public before tho find- 
ing of the body. 

Tho lat(.. Mr. Shaw leaves ;i wifo and 
three children, tho youngest having 
been born but a few days before iii.s 
disappearance,' and his sister Jir.s. 
BrunsTtlll. Pending tho holding of the 
inquest tho funeral arrangements will 
not be made.

The linen trade is full of anomalies; 
they may begin at the extraordinary 
dlffercnllution between ^he price wliich 
the farmer gets for ills flax and the 
price tho middleman obtains from the 
manufacturer, but tliey certainlv do 
not end there.
